UP IN COMMONS ON MONDAY 


London’ Believes Lloyd George 
Is Favorable—Cabinet Sum- 
mons Irish Secretary. 


DUBLIN, Aug. 13.—The Freeman‘s 
Journal announces that E. Wylie, legal 
adviser, to Viscourit French, the Lord 
Lieutenant of Ireland, has. presented his 


resignation. 

Rather. than accept it, the newspaper 
says, Andréw Bonar Law, Government 
leader In. the. House of Commons, has 
promised to pledge the Government on 
Monday to Dominion Home Rule with 
full fiscal authority. ; 

Of course, comments the néwspaper, 
the question of- Ulster will be subject to 
discussion. . 

The Irish Unionist. Anti-Partition 
League, founded last year, declared for 
self government in Ireland at a meeting, 
here today, which was attended by 
representatives of commercial and pro- 
fessional men and land owners. 

A resolution .was’ unanimously. adopted 
which said: the Government's Irish. bill, 
now efore Parliament: was not accept- 
‘| able to the Irish: people ad that it 
should be ‘amended so as to give full 
control to.the Irish people: over .all local 
affairs, including taxation. afte 

The resolution, urged the. Government 
to act immediately “as every passing 
month makes settlement more difficult.’’ 


LONDON, Aug. 13.—Should the report 
printed by the Freeman’s Journal of 
Dublin that the Government has decided 
to..adqpt.a dominion solution of the 
Irish problem prove correct, it willnot 
cause much sufprise here. 

Mr. Wylle's resignation would be the 
second resignation: from the Vicersy's 
Ceuncil, and probably far the same rea- 
son as was given by Sir Thomas Staf- 
ford, who resigned eafly in the week 
because, as he. putsit, the Premier has 
‘‘ refused to take the only step giving 
@ chance for peace, namely, the firm and 
immediate offer of a form of dominion 
government.” 

The Cabinet was in session at Downing 
Street today discussing the Irish prob- 
lem. . During the counsel Sir Hamar 
Greenwood, Chief Secretary for Ireland, 
was summoned.

BOSTON, Aug. 13.—Coincident today 
with the surrender of Charles Ponzi by 
his’ bondsman and his commitment to 
prison came a descent by State officials 
on another company alleged to have been 
conducting similar operations. Four of- 
ficers of the Old Colony Foreign Ex- 
change .Company were. arrested on a 
charge of larceny and, like Ponzi, being 
unable to furnish bonds, were locked up. 

Those arrested were Charles M. 


Brightwell, President and Treasurer; 
Fred Myers, Secretary and Sales Man- 
ager; his brother, Raymond C. Myers, 
General Manager, and Samuel Zorn of 
Dorchester. They were held in $50,000 
bail on the charge of larceny. of $500 
from persons unknown. 

It was stated by the officials that the 
Myers brothers were packing their bags 
preparatory to departing for New York 
when they were taken at Young’s Hotel. 

It is known that many other warrants 
have been issued and more arrests are 
expected . in relation to ‘frenzied 
finance ‘’ operations centering in this 
city. 

How much money was poured into the 
coffers of the Old Colony Foreign Ex- 
change Company is a mystery, but it® 
is estimated at $2,000,000.

The closing of the offices at 54 Deyon- 
shire Strect causéd Wild scenes, as with 
Ponzi, the majority of the ‘“‘ investors’’ 
are Italians, and when. the news reached 
them there was a rush for the officé, 
Hundreds pushed and jammed, forcing 
their way inside. When they learned 
that they could not have their money, 
their’ frenzy increased and the crowd 
sought President Brightwell. Angry 
mutterings, and cries rosé up and here 
and there a knife could “be seen. 

Brightwell took refuge behind a 
barred door until the a ae quieted the 
crowd. 

‘Then the company was ejected from 
this office. New offites were at once 
opened around the corner at 382 Oliver 
Street. This was announced to the 
crowd, and there was another rush to 
the new location,- But no money was 
paid out and the crowd became so 
threatening ‘that. the office force fled, 
leaving the crowd in charge. 

The Old, Colony Foreign ‘Exchange 
Company, according to President Bright- 
Well, opened ‘a little over two weeks ago 
with $500 capital.. Ten days ago the 
District Attorney issued a public warn- 
ing against the company, advising 
against placing any money with it, but 
declaring “there was no law” under 
which he could-go further. 

R. C. A. Lindblad, another man identi- 
fied with the company, is now on his

EXPRESS RATERISE 
OF 124% IS GRANTED 


Adds $35,500,000 to Com- 
panies’ Revenue but Does Not 
Cover Recent Wage Award. 











THEY: ASKED FOR 25.15% 


Increase on Milk Is Allowed to 
Bring Tariff to That Allowed 
to the Railroads.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 13.—The Inter- 
state Commerce Commission granted the 
express companies today an increase of 
12.5 per cent, over the existing rates. 

The companies had asked for an in- 
crease of 25.16 per cent., but, as under 
present contracts, half of the sum would 
have gone to the railroads, the commis- 
sion. declined to authorize this raise. 
New contracts: with the railroads will 
go into effect in September, which will 
do away with the “‘ fifty-fifty ’’- gplit 
with the roads, experts said today. 

The new rates granted will add $36,- 
000,000 to,the revenue of the express 
companies organized under the name of 
the American Railway Express Com- 
pany. The increase, however, does not 
cover the recent award of the Railroad 
Labor Board, raising the pay of express 
company employes, and the companies 
have asked permission to file an appli- 
cation for another rate increase to cover 
the wage increase. 

According to the Railroad Labor Board 


ithe wage raise amounts to $33,000,000. 


But the express companies, assert. that 
they - will have to raise $43,000,000 in 
order, under their present contracts, to 
cover the advance and conclude their 
agreement with the railroads. 

Shippers Pieas Are Denied. 

The commission refused to grant the 
pleas of certain shippers who, opposed 
the increased rates.- Thésé included 
shippers of bread, cake, frozen fish, 
live fish and laundry. The shippers of 
perishables said that the cost of Mving 
would. be increased by higher rates. The 
laundrymen seid the fact that laundry 
had to be shipped one way soiled and 
brought back clean resulted in a double 
rate in a business with a small profit. 

Other shippers who said rates should 
be lower from ‘‘ terminal to terminal ”’ 
than-when a wagon service, picking up 
and delivering shipments was included 
failed to. make an impression on the 
commission. Nor did rubber tire manu- 
facturers, who pleaded for special car- 
load rate on their products. But the 
commission decigied that rates-on milk 
and cream might be equalized with those 
applied at the same time by. railroads 
between the same points. 

In its report today the commission, in 
connection with the deficit of the express 
companies, said:

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Aug... 13.—The 
Tennessee Senate this*afternoon, by a 
vote of 25 to 4, adopted the joint reso- 
lution ealling. for ratification of the 


Woman Suffrage Amendment. 

The Committee on Constitutional 
Amendment,” reporting to the Senate, 
recommended favorable action. The 
Legislature Ras a ‘legal and moral 
right to act,’ the report said; ‘* inhib- 
itory clauses ‘in. the State Constitution 
are invalidated by the -United States 
Constitution.°’ 

The minority report was tabled when 
an effort was made to adopt it. The 
vote was 23 to 10. When the suffrage 
resolution was brought up for passage 
a point of order was made by Senator 
McFarland that the Senate had no right 
to act. The Chair overruled the point 
and an appeal was taken. The Senate 
sustained the ruling by a vote of 27 to 5. 
#® Senator McFarland declared that it 
would be a violation of their oaths for 
the legislators to vote. 

The House adjourned until 2 o’clock 
Monday afternoon: without reference to 
suffrage and the action of the House 
Committee on Constitutional Amend- 
ments “in deciding to delay its report 
until Tuesday was a. disappointment to 
suffrage workers. But {t wags announced 
that the committee will hold hearings 
Monday’ night. 

Developments this morning in the 
House included the naming of . 
séntative Hanovér of Shelby Count 
floor leader for ratification in plane or 
Representative Riddick of Shelby Coun- 
ty. The step was taken, according to 
legislators, merely in view of the fact 
that Representative Riddick was elected 
only for this special session of the Leg- 
islature and it was thought some older 
member should have charge of the fight. 

Deniai-of rumors that trading of votes 
has, been going on in the Shelby and 
Davidson delegations was made this 
morning, ‘by “Mr. Hanover. He said 
that the Shelby delegation was. still 
pledged for a majority vote in favor of 
ratification. 

Following the. decision of the House 
committee to deter action on the point 
resolution until Monday nizht propo- 
sitions ‘were heard from ratification 
advocates to make a fight on the floor 
of the House temorrow to call the reso- 
lution out from committee to take 
action on it at omce.- No ‘such action 
was, however, expected by workers on 
either side. It was considered doubtful 
that the two-thirds vote necessary for 
such a step could be mustered. 


Majority Caused Surprise. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Aug. 13 (Ass0- 
ciated Press.)—Even the most optimistic 
of ‘the suffrage forces were surprised at 
the large majority today in the Tennes- 
see Senate for ratification. Seven- 
teen votes were necessary, but most 
pollg had listed from 20 to 22 as fav- 
orable, and the high water mark was 
set at 24. 

The suffragists have proceeded from 
the beginning of the legislative ses- 
sion with the expectation that the real 
fight would be in the lower house and 
the Senate vote had hardly been an- 
nounced before the~ workers were re- 
doubling efforts to secure favorable 
action by the Representatives. 

’ An hour ‘before the Senate cdhvened 
the galleries and aisies were packed with 
spectators, among. whom the active pro 
and anti suffrage workers predominated. 
Speaker Tedd had little difficulty in 
silencing the ‘onlookers when the body 
was called.to order, and throughout the 
two hours of debate, during which there 
were numerous demonstrations, was 
able’ to control the’ situation, But when 
the seventeenth vote in favor of rati- 
fication was. recorded, the pent-up eh- 
thusiasm of the suffrage cohorts went 
beyond restraint and forced a tempo- 
rary suspension of the roll call. 
_ When the clérk resumed it was doubt- 
ed: whether any one outside the small 
semi-circle occupied by the members 
was able to keep a tally of the vote and 
knew at the end what the total was. 
The suffragists were satisfied to know 
that seventeen Senators had voted favor-

WASHINGTON, Aug. 13 (Associated Press).—A plebiscite to. deter- 
mine the future of Russian Poland is one of the peace terms drawn up 
by the Bolsheviki coincident with the first proposal of an armistice by 
the Polish Government.

These and the other terms of peace which are 
formulated for submission at the first meeting between the Soviet and 
Polish emissaries were received ere today in official circles. While 
1 because of events favorable to the Bolsheviki since 
terms are accepted in Washington as-illustrative 
of the intention of the invaders to impose peace conditions of a drastic 


The other terms, as received here, include the right of the Soviet 
Government to unrestricted transmission of all code messages across 
Poland between Russia and’ Germany; the turning over of all salt and 
coal mines in Poland for operation by the Soviet Government, and the 
right of unrestricted travel for all Soviet nationals across the Polish’ 
frontiers without the Polish visé on passports. . 

The granting of such demands would, in the onthion of officials 
here, certainly result in the loss to the Warsaw Government of Russian 
Poland, for all Polish national feeling in that region,-it is considered, 
would be blotted out by the Bolsheviki propaganda.

French Aid to Wrangell Waits. 

PARIS, Aug. 13.—France has not yet 
determined; to aid materially General 
Baron Wrangel, the anti-Bolshevist 
commander in South Russia, as, accord- 
ing to an announcement from the Min- 
istry of Foreign Affairs, Premiers 
Millerand and Lioyd George agreed at 
the Hythe Conference that such-aid was 
not to be undertaken except in certain 
eventualities. It is considered that 
France will not act until after an ex- 
change of views with Great Britain. 

The Foreign Office today issued a de- 
nial that France had ever encouraged 
Poland to wage war with the Bolsheviki. 
On the contrary, the statement said, 
France has urged Poland to keep within 
her .ethnographi¢ boundaries,..and to 
realize that her dangers lay westward 
rather than eastward. 

Plans are under consideration for a 
renewal of the conference recently held 
between Premier Lloyd George and Pre- 
mier Millerand. It was said that others 
might also attend the conference. 

Belief that General Weygand of ‘the 
French Army will not accept the offer 
made to him by the Polish Council of 
National Defense to take supreme com- 
mand of the Polish forces is expressed 
in an announcement printed by~« the 
Temps today. The General, who is in 
Watsaw as a member of the French 
Mission, *the announcement adds, will 
remain adviser to the Polish Govern-

Foreign Minister Says Poland Will 
Not Capitulate and Cannot 
Surrender, Arms. 


WARSAW, Aug. I2 (Associated Press) 
—Polish commissioners, with authority 
to negotiate a preliminary treaty of 
peace, expect to leave this city ¢éarly 
on Saturday morning to meet the Rus- 
sian Soviet delégates somewhere on the 
toad between Warsaw and _ Brest- 
Litovsk, the Foreign Office announced 
today. . The meeting, it was said, will 
take place between 5 and 7 o'clock on 
Saturday evening. 

American and British newspaper cor- 
respondents will be permitted to accom- 
pany the Polish delegates, the Bolshevist 
authorities having expressed a desire 
that they be present. 

After meeting the Soviet delegates on 
the road the Polish commissioners will 
probably be taken to Minsk, where the 
formal peace conference is expected to 
take place.

ANTI-TYPHUS MATERIAL 
SEIZED BY BOLSHEVIKI 


Head of American Expedition 
Fears Worst Epimedic Will 
Sweep Poland. 


WARSAW, Aug. 12.—All of the quar- 
antiné material of the Poles and the 
American typhus expedition, which 
has been co-operating with thé Polish 
workers, is in the hands of the Bolshe- 
viki. It is said that all possibility of 
protection against the typhus epidemic 
from Russia has been wiped out. 

Refugees are flocking west of the 
Vistula en route to Western Poland, 
some of them in serious condition. The 
authorities admit that all efforts to 
combat the disease have been shattered. 

Posen, where the néw wéstern army 
is being organized, is reported crowded 
by refugees to such an extent that the 
municipality has prohibited the entrance 
of-any more into the city. 

Colonel Harry Gilchrist, commanding 
the American typhus expedition, said 
today he expected that Poland would 
experience the worst typhus epidemic in 
the history of the disease because of the 
thousands of refugees who are cross- 
ing the Vistula from the Kast. 


LONDON, Aug. 18.—American relief 
workers will céntinue to care for Polish 
children they have been assisting for 
some time, even if through the fortunes 
of war these children fall into thé hands 
of the Russian Boisheviii. 


The relief administration has in Po- 
land 20,000 tons of sepolieg worth ap- 
proximately $10,000,000. The greater

GREAT ARMY OF REFUGEES 


Red Troops Have Strong Cavairy 
Forces—Hundreds of Germans 
with Them, He Says.

GENEVA, Aug. 12.—In Swiss Govern- 
ment circles the present Buropean situa- 
tion is considered as grave as that in 
August, 1914. Refugees from Poland are 
beginning to arrive in Switzerland. 

A noutral diplomat just arrived from 
Warsaw, the most exposed suburb of 
which already had béen evacuated when 
he left, describes the situation there as 
desperate. The roads north of Warsaw 
are filled with a constant stream of 
hundreds .of thousands’ of fugitives 
chiefly women and children, many o 
whom fall by the wayside from exhaus- 
tion. They take as much household goods 
possible with them and are going they 
don't know where. 

For some days. Bolshevist airplanes 
have been flying over Warsaw, dropping 
proclamations full of enticing promises ; 
tc Polish people and also photographing ! 
the city. The airplanes fly so low that 
the occupants can éasily be distin- 
guished. Staffs of the Red Cross mis- 
sions, legations ahd consulatés were 
leaving Warsaw and all the women had 
been sent away. 

The Warsaw population is in a frenzy, 
exclaiming one moment that Pileud i 
has s0ld them to the Russians, and 
next moment that the British have bee 
trayed them. Every one is blamed, in 
~~ except the Poles themselves. 

No doubt,’ said this diplomat, who 
is very friendly to the ritish and 
Americans, “the attitude of the Brit-

“It is certain,’ added the diplomat,

treat justly the cepmnadiecd races living 
within her border 

‘* What is fully realized in Burope, al- 
though apparently not always in Great 
Britain or the United States, is that the 
Rolshevist occupation of Poland and the 
Bolshevist successes tn fact will mean 
the unsettlement and probably a rising 
throughout Asia. Should an _ armistice 
and peace come about, the Bolsheviki 
would cease to be considered above the 
law and superhuman beings, as they’ are 
now considered «4 many classes in Eu- 
rope, and would be less dangerous and 
lase much of their present power of s¢- 
duction. 

“The military stréngth of the Bol- 
sheviki lies mainly in their cavalry. 
though where they «ot so many horses 
no one knows. They certainly have hun- 
dredk of capable German officers hel 
ing them. They also have good artil- 
lety and no lack of machine guns. 

‘The Bolshevist leaders have no faith 
in the mediation of England, and the 
only hope for Poland and world péace 
is for the United States to offer med'a- 
tion, which the Bolsheviki would gladly’ 
accept.’

e@ character and extent of the anti- 
Polish and reactionary movement organ- 
ized by the German militarists in Upper 
Silesia are clearly established by docu- 
-mefits—secret orders, letters, reports, 
maps, &c.—that have fallen into allied 
hands. These documents show, first, 
the existence of a conspiracy on a cen- 
tralized and military basis to retain 
Upper Silesia by force. Second; that 
the schemé has the tacit and in some 
cases active official support of Berlin. 
Third, that all efforts are made to avoid 
rousing the suspicion of the allied com- 
missions, of the Poles or even of Ger- 
Mans who are unsympathetic to the 
movement. Fourth, that forces at the 
disposal of the conspirators consist of 
regular military groups camouflaged 
under various innocent sounding names. 
Fifth, the existence of stocks of con- 
ceaied arms and munitions. Sixth, the 
existence of elaborate military plans 
and preparations and a system of mobil- 
ization and distribution of arms. Sev- 
enth, the creation of a vigorous anti- 
Polish and anti-Ally propaganda and 
espionage system. 

Article 88 of the treaty of Versailles 
concerning the status of the prebiscite 
zone of Upper Silesia lays down that 
“all military or semi-military societies 
* formed in said zone by the inhabitants 
of this region shall be immediately dis- 
solved. Members of these societies not 
domiciled in said zone must evacuate it.”’

‘“*In accord with the central direction 
of the League of Upper Silesians faithful 
to the Reich, I have made the following 
disposition: (a) Regiment of riflemen 
of Reichswehr No. 16, Colonel Heck; (b) 
infantry regiment.

Strict orders are given to avoid rous- 
ing Entente suspicion.

GLANDS AT A CLINIC 


French Scientist Demonstrates 
Theories at College of Phy- 
sicians and Surgeons. 


DETAILS ARE KEPT SECRET 


Those Present Refuse to Affirm or 
Deny Report That Dogs 
* Were the Subjects. 


Dr.’ Serge Voronoff, Director of the 
Laboratory of Physiology at the Col- 
lege de France, who has been conducting 
a series of experiments in the trans- 
ference by surgery of glands from old 
animals to young, yesterday morning 
lectured and gave a practical demonstra- 
tion of his theories at the College of 
Physicians and Surgeons, Columbia Uni- 
versity’s medical school. Only members 
of the faculty were present. 

Although Dr. Voronoff has been in 
this country nearly a month and has 
recefved thousands of requests for lec- 
tures, demonstrations and interviews, he 


onsented only a few days ago to per- 
fores an cuaratien ler the enefit of 
teachers of medicine. Whether this will 
be his only elinic before his return to 
France could not be said even by his 
wife, who has been his official spokes- 


man, 
About the clinic, held at the surgical 
department of the College of Physicians 
and Surgeons in West Fifty-ninth Street, 
surgeons who were present rigidly ob- 
served the professional rule of silence. 
No official statement was issued either 
by Dr. Voronoff or by Dr. Sidney R. 
Burnap, associate dean-of the college, 
who is in charge of the institution in the 
absence of Dean Walter R. Darrah. * 
Scraps of information available here 
and there piecéd out the brief informa- 
tion of Dr. Burnap that the Paris hy- 
sician had given a demonstration of his 
theory and methods of operation. Dr. 
Voronoff was at the institution a few 
minutes more than three hours and it 
was learned that the greater part of 
this time was spent in the surgical rooms 
of the college, where instruments and 
animals had been provided for the oper- 
on. 
wo of those present would even so 
much, as affirm or deny the report that 
dogs had been used in the demonstra- 
tion. In most of his experiments in 
Paris Dr. Voronoff has been using goats 
grown especially for the purpose. In 
only one of his tests has a human being 
| been the subject, according to Mme. Vo- 
ronoff. In that test a chimpanzee’s 
glands were transplanted. Mme. Voro- 
noff also said that in about three years 
experimenting more than 100 successful 
operations had been performed on ani- 


mals. 

Dr. Burn would only say that Dr. 
Voronoff h been invited to the college 
as one of the foremost surgeons of 
France, and that he had accepted the 
invitation after it had been represented 
to him that his demonstration and the 
giving of first hand information on his 
theories and methods would tend toward

GORGAS AND THE SCIENTISTS. 

The signal honors paid ‘to General 
Gorcas in England have occasioned 
a widespread interest in the discovery 
of the relationship of the mosquito to 
malaria and yellow fever, and in the 
campaigns that have done so miich 
toward controlling both diseases. In 
a recent issue of The Times Colonel 
Sir Ronatp Ross, whose discovery of 
the life history of malaria parasites 
laid the foundation upon which all 
subsequent workers have built, gives 
a history of a brilliant feat of medical 
science. As is almost universally the 
case, the final triumph was based upon 
the labors of many men in many 
lands; and in this instance the story 
goes back into history almost twenty- 
four centuries. 

The ancients connected malaria not 
only with mafshes, but with insects in 
the marshes. It is sdid that about 450 
B. C. Emprpocies delivered the Sicil- 
ian town of Selinus from malaria by 
drainage. In 1717 Lancisr, in Rome, 
studied mosquitos. with reference to 
the disease, and also employed grain- 
age. In the late nineteenth. century 
similar researches were carried on in 
many fields, especially in Italy, Eng- 
land and the United States. In\1895- 
97. Ross. tried to. develop the parasite 
of malaria in the Culex, and also in 
the Stegomyia (later found to be the 
bearer of yellow fever), but without 
result. -In 1897, however, he devel- 
oped the parasite in the family 
Anophelina, thus really PD the 
mosquito ‘theory; but his investiga- 
a which throughout his life have

powerful nations of the earth. “The

slanders and the bullets of those who 
serve a man who broke a treaty, dis- 
regarded twice the expressed will of 
his. people, and surrendered Greek 
troops and fortresses to the traditional 
enemy. 








THE PONZI LESSON. 
Reports of Ponzi’s debts and assets 
deal: so liberally with -multiples of 
millions that there can be no precision 
before the official balance sheet. 
But there were liberal payments of 
‘* profits ’’ before the collapse came. 
It is now clear that ali such payments 
were made out of larceny—that is the 
official charge by Massachusetts—and 
that all who retain more than they 
paid to him are receivers of stolen 
goods. Why should not those profits 
be recovered to lessen the loss of those 
unpaid creditors who are neither less 
ers in ‘this illicit enter- 
who drew out earlier? 
The custom is to punish only those 
who sell ‘‘ green goods,’’ but it would 
do-more to stop the game if those who 
bought green goods also were some- 
times punished as accomplices. Those 
who invested with Ponzi had no inten- 
tion of helping him to swindle others, 
but their acts have had that effect. 
The least recompense they can and 
should make is that they should dis- 
gorge their profits, or possibly should 
“be compelled to share ratably in the 
loss which ought to be proportionate 
for all the partners in the enterprise. 
No doubt this is an unusual view to 
take, but the Attorney General of 
Massachusetts is said to be consider- 
ing such action. It is suggested here 
only because of the utility of an 
object-lesson -that there i element 
of misconduct on. the part ‘of those 
who allow themselves to be partners 
in such duplicity. Even against Ponzi 
it is difficult for many to feel proper 
resentment. It is true that he showed 
unusual ‘capacity in his fraud and 
courage in-facing the music. He has 
qualities ‘which ought to be useful to 
himself and to society... That is what 
made him such a dangerous deceiver 
and. renders it necessary to turn his 
expérience into an object-lesson. The 
losses of his dupes excuse them only 
in proportion that his excuse’ him.

The story of the 14,000 or 
‘Income 23,000 war-made millionaires, 
and which furnished ammunition 
to radical propagandists, 
Wealth. was absurd enough at the 
time it gained currency. In the first 
Place, it was based on_arbitrary capi- 
talization of certain incomes, and, more- 
over, it took no consideration of the fact 
that a man: whose income this year is 
$50,000 might have made $45,000 last 
year. In that case, according, to this 
very often inaccurate capitalization, he 
was worth $900,000 a year ago; but 
because his income increased $5,000 in a 
single year—an increase largély wiped 
out by the tax—he was called a ‘*‘ war 
millionaire.’’ 

Officials: of the Treasury Department, 
according to a news article published 
yesterday, now admit that it is often 
incorrect to call’ a man who has an 
income of $50,000 a year a millionaire. 
He may be making huge profits on a 
business representing small capital. On 
the other hand, the Treasury Depart- 
ment quite accurately points ott that 
many men whose capital totals a million 
or more Have it invested very largely in 
tax-free securities bearing a low rate of 
interest. Yet the balance is probably 
the other way; that is, there are fewer 
actual millionaires than income million- 
aires. 

This suspicion is strengthened by the 
statement that two men in the United 
States admit incomes ‘‘in excess of 
$3,000,000."" That is a loose term, and 
the two incomes may be widely apart. 
It will generally be supposed that one 
of these men is JOHN D. ROCKEFELLER. 
It.may plausibly be conjectured that the 
other is Henry Forp. What the relative 
size of their incomes may be nobody 
knows..outside of the Treasury Depart- 
ment, but it is a pretty safe guess that 
Mr. Forp gets a good deal larger per- 
centage on what might, by any compu- 
tation, be described as his capital than 
does Mr, ROCKEFELLER.

BRYCE ON TREATIES HERE. 


An Explanation That Proved to be 
Kf a Prophecy. 

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I inclose herewith_an excerpt from 
Bryce’s ‘American | Commonwealth,’ 
third edition, published 1896.. The ex- 
terpt is particulariy interesting and pro- | 
hetic in respect to the action of the 
Senate in relation. to the ‘Versailles 
Treaty. Py W: HABERMAN.

(From Bryce'’s -** American Common- 
“oe ' Third Edition, 1896, Vol. L., 
Page 108.) 

The Senate may and occasionally does 
amend a treaty, and.return it amended 
to the President. There- is nothing. to 
prevent it from proposing a draft treaty 4 
to him, or asking him to prepare one, 
but this is not the practice.. For rati- 
fication a vote of two-thirds of the 
Senators present is required. This gives 
great power to a vexatious minority and 
increases the danger, evidenced by sev- 
eral incidents in the history of:the Union, 
that the Senate or a faction in it may 
deal with foreign. policy in a narrow, 

sectional, electioneering spirit. 

When the interest of any group of 
States is, or is supposed tobe, against 
the making of a given treaty, that treaty 
may be defeated by the Senators from 
those States. ‘They tell the other Sena- 
tors of their own party>.that the pros- 
pects-of the party in the district of the 
country whence they come wijl be im- 
proved if the treaty is rejected and a 
bold, aggressive line is taken in further 
negotiations. ‘Some of these Senators, 
who care more for the party than for 
justice or the common interests of the 
country, rally to the cry; and all the 
more gladly if their party is opposed to 
the President in power, because in de- 
feating the’ treaty rthey humiliate his 
Administration. Thus the treaty may | 
be rejected and the settlement of: the 
question at issue indefinitely postponed. 
‘It may be thought that a party acting 
in this vexatious way will suffer in pub- 
lic esteem. This happens in. extreme 
cases; but the public are usually, so 
indifferent to foreign affairs, and w 
little skilled in judging of them, that 
offenses of "the kind described may bé 
committed with practical impunity. It 
is harder to fix responsibility on°a body 
of Senators than on the Executive; and 
whereag the Executive. has usually an 
interest in settling diplomatic troubles, 
whose continuance it finds annoying, 
the Senate has no such interest, but is 
willing to keep them open so long as some 
political advantage can be sucked out of 
them. The habit of-using foreign policy 
for electioneering purposes is not con- 
fined to America. We have seen-it in 
England,-we have seen it in France, we 
have seen it even’ in’ monarchical Gér- 
many. But in America the treaty-con- 
firming” power of the Senate opens a 
particularly easy and tempting door to 
such practices.

This fifteenth hole, however, not only 
was costly to Ray, but would have lost 
him the championship except for Dier, 
gel’s errors on the same green when he 
came up a few pairs later. Ray sliced 
his second shot the least bit, and it 
rolled across a road and to rough grass 
to the right, just short of the n. His 
chipout was a compléte failure, the 
worst kind of. a flub, for it barely 
skimmed across the road, certainly not 
going ten feet, and leaving him still 
short. He chipped on, but was a good 
nine feet short of the cup. Ray never 
takes time for his putts, and did not 
waste any here, but he was rewarded 
when this nine-footer sank in the hole, 
giving him the five. 

Big Ted took a par four on the six- 
teenth, and the excitement mounted 
higher. There never was any tenser in- 
terest in a golf finish. He lost another 
stroke on the seventeenth, and again 
Diegel had a glorious opportunity, but 
missed it. 


Par Four Turns the Trick. 


On the seventeenth, or actually, the 
seventy-first hole, Ray’s second shot 
carried across the green and came to 
rest in a ditch behind. He chipped out 
short, the ball stopping about eight feet 
from the flag. Ray missed this and was 
forced’ to take a five. He had one more 
hole to play, and knew a par four on 
the treacherous Inverness eighteenth 
would put him at the head of the field, 
with only Diegel to account for. 

Ray, normally modest, had all the 
confidence in the world as he stood on 
the last tee ready to drive. ‘I'll get 
the four,’’ he promised his caddy. That's 
exactly what he did and the scorer put 
a 295 opposite his name.  Diegel, all this 
time playing several pairs behind Ray, 
was continually missing opportunities to 
win the championship... There were at 
least two reasons. At one hole Elmer 
Loving, a Detroit pro, ran up to report 
to Diegel that even fours for the rest 
of the round would win. The youngster 
here showed his only burst of te r. 
Slamming his club to the ground hbjen- 
nounced to Loving and all others’ that 
he didn’t care what scores any one had, 
but that he was playing his own game. 
It was the right spirit. 

The critics place some blame on still 
another well-meaning friend of Diegel. 
This is Chick Evans, who caddied for 
him on the last nine holes. Diegel ap- 
peared to receive altogether too mu 
coaching from Evans, who event went 
so far as to sight his putts for him and 
give advice on the greens. 

‘Does Diegel No Good. 

Diegel, a rather nervous lad, certainly 
gained nothing from this tutoring. He 
topped his drive on the fourteenth, the 
ball barely rolling over the bank in 
front of the green. His second reached 
a trap, his third short of the green. His 
approach hit the pin and bounded six 
feet further and he missed’ this putt, 
taking a six. 

On the fifteenth he lost another stroke 
by playing his second short and takin 
three to gain the green, and he waste 
still another shot on the sixteenth, when 
his second was deep in a tree. 

His chances for winning outright were 
now gone. but he still had the opportu- 
nity to tie Ray by playing better than 
par golf. A three and a four for the 
last two holes, both par fours, would 
have tied, and he very nearly achieved 
this three on the difficult seventeenth. 
His second carried to the green .and left 
him with a downhill putt about twelve 
feet long. He studi it carefully for 
five minutes before taking his stance. 
The putt missed by a fraction of an 
inch, and he had to take his four. 

This failure almost unnerved the 
youngster completely. As the putt 
rimmed the cup he threw up his arms, 
physically fatigued Vy the terrific 
strain, and had to pull himself together 
to continue. Diegel also gained the eigh- 
teenth green in two, but he was left 
with such a long putt and over the 
hummocky surface t only a miracle 
would have dropped it into the cup. The 
miracle didn’t happen, and Diegel was 
tied for the runner-up honors. 


Hutehison Has Chance, Too. 


Hutchison, playing with Hagen as the 
last pair in the field, had the same op- 
portunity, a three and a four to tie, 
but he, too, took fours on the ‘last two 
holes. 

Big Ted Ray proved himself to be a 
speechmaker of some note at the final 
ceremony. In presenting the champion- 
ship medal, silver bowl, and the purse 
of $500, Secretary W. D. Vanderpool of 
the U. 8. G. A., after praising the Inver- 
ness Club, lauded the linksmanship of 
Ray and his likable personality, and 
expressed the hope that Ted would re- 
turn to defend the title next year. In 
accepting. Ray bared his gray and 
pleased several thousand auditors gath- 
ered on the clubhouse piazza with a neat 
little speech. He exp his pride 

re - then spoke affection- 
ately of his compatriot, Vardon, who, 
he declared, he thought, even up to the 
last few holes, would win. 

With his exhibition tour of American 
links still to run more than two months, 
Ray should become known to many golf- 
ers who haven't seen him in action yet. 
If the title had to go to Great Britain 
it couldn't have gone to a more pictur- 
esque’.character or to a more I

RAY OF JERSEY GOLF SCHOOL. 


Took Up Game at Age of 20—He 
and Vardon May Stay Here. 


Special to The New York Times. 

TOLEDO, Ohio, Aug. 13.—Ted Ray is 
one of the famous Jersey golfers, who 
have gained increasing fame year after 
year for Great Britain. This Jersey 
school has given to the world such links- 
men as Harry and Tom Vardon, the 
two Gaudins and Renouf, as well as 
Ray. ( 

Ray was born forty-two years ago on 
the Isle of Jersey, in the British Chan- 
nel, but, unlike Vardon, he did not be- 
gin his golfing career as a caddy. He 
was an artisan of the little fishing com- 
munity on the island and did not think 
about golf until he was 20 years old. 
His first experience as a clubmaker 
and professional was in Yorkshire and 
he spent several seasons at various clubs 
before accepting a contract with the 
Oxhey Club, near London, with which 
he has been for ten years. 

in England Ray has won all the titles 
worth while, although his record never 
has been as brilliant as those of Eng- 
land’s *‘ Big Three,’’ Vardon, J. H. Tay 
lor and James Braid, who have held 
sixteen ‘British open titles among them, 
Vardon having won the honor six times. 
Ray won_ his only Brita open in 1912

Withdrew. 


He has also won the great fix- 
ture, the *‘ News of the World’’ tourna- 
ment, three times. This the only 
match ergs tourney for pros on the 
other side and is regarded by most 
critics as carrying the professional! title 
in such play. Dw e war when no 


ch|pro open tourneys were held for five 


years, the ‘* News of the World "’ tour- 
ney was considered its substitute in im- 
portance. Two of Ray’s victories were 
won on the last hole. 

Ray made his first and only other in- 
vasion of America in 1913, when he fin- 
ished in a tie at 304 strokes with Fran- 
cis Ouimet and Vardon on the Brookline, 
Mass., links in the national open cham- 
Ppionship, but he was beaten by both in 
the memorable play-off, the scores be- 
ing: Ouimet, 72; Vardon, 77; Ray, 78. 

Ray arrived in this country this year 
on July 17 and began his series of ex- 
hibition matches with Vardon on the 
following day at the Siwanoy Country 
Club. He has been consistently a sen- 
sational putter and his record to date 
shows that he has averaged a fraction 
over 73 strokes for each round, whereas 
— has taken more than 75 strokes 
each. 

With his: aversion to knickerbockers 
and his inexplicable fondness for wear- 
ing the hottest woolen golfing garments 
and often a felt hat on the hottest days, 
he has become one of the most pictur- 
esque players ever seén on an Ameri- 
can course. He is never without his 
black brier pipe, and even today on the 
eighteenth hole, as he faced the neces- 
sity for two putts over a distance of 
twenty-five feet to win the title, he 
¢ y knocked out dead ashes, refilled 
his pipe and lighted it before going 
— the business of finishing 
ound, 

It was said tonight that, now that he 
has won the title, Ray would remain in 
America this Winter, instead of return- 
ing to England in the first week in No- 
vember as he had planned- There is 
also the possibility that both he and 
Vardon ‘may decide to remain on this 
side permanently. Vardon already has 
received several alluring offers from 
Middle Western country clubs to «be- 
come the professional, and Ray has also 
been approached on the subject.

2-6, 6-3—Losers in Doubles Be- 
come Finalists in Singles.

NEWPORT, R. 1., ‘Aug. 13.—Although 
William M.-Johnston and Clarence J, 
Griffin won their way into the final 
round of the Newport invitation singles 
at the Casino today, they were unable 
to win the doubles, in partnership, 
from Richard Norris Williams, 2d, and 
Richard Harte, the Hasterners captur- 
ing the final round of the doubles event 
from the Californians in five whirlwind 

sets, scored 6—2, 3—6, 7—5, 2—6, 6—3. 
The morning’s semi-finals of the in- 
dividual competition were less interest- 
ing than the team thriller of the after- 
noon, the national champion defeating 
Willis EB. Davis in straight sets 7—5, 
6—4, 6—4, while Griffin took three out 
of four from Roland Roberts, scoring 


6—1, 1—6, 7—5, 6—1. 

It is doubtful if the Casino courts have 
ever seen a better.doubles match than 
the great intersectional struggle that 
was staged in front of the clubhouse 
this afternoon, and few in the history 
of American tennis have surpassed it 
for sustained speed and consistent ex- 
citement. An early morning rain had 
threatened a postponement of the 
singles, and even with the protection of 
tarpaulins the two courts were scarcely 
fast enough for first-class play, but 
later in the day the club house court 
had dried out well under a strong sun 
and the turf for the doubles was all that 
could be desired. 


All Four in Good Form. 


All four of the players engaged in the 
final were close to their best form, 
with Williams as usual leading the way 
in érrors as well as earned points. He 
finished the greatest number of rallies 
individually, one way or the other, but 
was scarcely so impressive all around 
as was Harte, who brought off an as- 
tonishing number of spectacular kills 
and kept his total of errors unusually 
low, sending the ball out of court only 
eight times in the entire match. 

On the losing side, Johnston did great 
work in the early stages of the match, 
but was less steady toward the close, 
with Griffin holding up his end nobly. 
The lesser light of the team was credited 
with comparatively few clean placements 
but it was generally his judgment and 
canny selection of openings that made 
Johnston’s kills possible. On the whole, 
the former national champions seemed 
to have better teamwork, but lacked the 
punch overhead and in the volleys close 
up. Off the ground Johnston made some 
terrific forehand drives that literally 
forced their way to a score but none on 
the court surpassed Williams in the art 
of easing the ball across the net at 
sharp angles. Some of his returns of 
service, rticularly off his back hand, 
were nothing short of marvelous. 

The Bostonians really won the match 
in the third set, when, after trailing 
at 3—5, they staged a wonderful rally 
and took four straight. games for the 
set 7—5. The crucial game here came 
on Griffin's service, and, when this was 
upset for the tying count, Harte went 
on a rampage of spectacular hitting, 
scoring four earned ints in the final 
game of the set against Johnston’s de- 
livery. 

Harte Smashes Effectively. 


Harte was the right man in the right 
place at the close of the match also, and 
it was his tremendous smashing, after 
a single break in service had brought a 
winning advantage, that closed the ar- 
gument with unmistakable finality. The 
first set was a walkoyer for the even- 
tual winners, who got their bearings in 
the first four games, which divided with 
service, and then proceeded to break 
through both Griffin and Johnston in 
turn. Three sensational placements by 
Williams accounted for the first, and 
two more by the same player, with a 
smash by Harte, made the games 5—2. 
Harte served out the 6—2 set without 
difficulty. 

The second was almost the exact oppo- 
site. Although Griffin lost his opening 
service on his own errors, immediately 
revenge was secured at the expense of 
Williams. . 

In the fourth game Harte lost his serv- 
ice, after netting an easy smash on top 
of a double fault, and, although Griffin 
was foot-faulted out of his own deliv- 
ery, Williams suffered still another 
break, making the fifth time that serv- 
ice lost in this session. The Californians 
did not neglect this last opportunity and 
held their advantage to a 6—3 decision.

NO AGREEMENT ON 
JUDGE MDONALD 


Heydier Denies Jurist Has Been 
Decided Upon as Head of 
National Commission.

John A. Heydler, President of the Na- 
tional League, last night emphatically 
denied that Judge Charles A. McDonald 


of. Chairman of the’ National Commis- 
sion, a post that has been vacant on or- 
ganized baseball's supreme court bench 
Since August Herrmann,’ President of 
the Cincinnati Reds; resigned last De- 
cember. "When communicated with at 
his home :.in Lynbrook, L. I., Mr. 
Heydler admitted that Judge McDon- 
ald’s name had been proposed, but he 
denied that he had ever discussed him 
as a compromise candidate with Byron 
Bancroft Johnson, President of the 


American. League. 

** Judge McDonald's name has never 
been mentioned in any of the confer- 
ences between Mr. Johnson and my- 
self,’’ said Mr. Heydler. ‘‘ Nor has Mr. 
Johnson ever written to me regarding 
the possibility of deciding upon Judge 
McDonald as a comprom candidate. 
I read the story that emanated from 
Cleveland to the effect that he had al- 
ready decided upon as a com- 
promise candidate for the position of 
Chairman. The story is not true. No 
such decision -has been reached. His 
name has been suggested as a com- 
promise candidate for the post, but not 
formally. 

‘“‘ About a month ago several Chicago 
business men wrote all of the Presi- 
dents of the different clubs in the Na- 
tional and American es as well as 
myself proposing Judge McDonald, but 
nothing of a more definite nature has 
ever come of the matter. The fact that 
these letters had been written and re- 
ceived undoubtedly caused the story to 
ae. Cresleeet that Judge wees Dar 
alrea nm agreed upon as . 
proeies candidate with the surmise that 
an official. announcement to this effect 
would be made.in a few days.” 


Mr, Heydler’s Preference. — 

It is apparent that while Mr. Heydler 
is not opposed to considering Judge Mc- 
Donald for the place, he still entertains 
hopes of being able to select one of the 
men indorsed by the joint committee of 
the two big leagues last December. At 
that time five names were proposed. 


The list included Judge Kenesaw Moun- 
tain Landis, Big Bill Edwards, Collector 
of -Ifiternal Revenue; John Conway 
Toole, counsel for the New York Na- 
tional League Baseball. Club; Senator 
Walker, who sponsored the bill permit- 
ting Sunday baseball in New York 
State, and Harvey Woodruff, a sporting 
writer of Chicago. Since that time Judge 
Landis has requested that his name be 
withdrawn. He announced that he was 
not a candidate.
